MOBILIZING N A TIO N ’S YVOMAN-POWER 
Women truck drivers, women crane 
operators, 
women riveters, women welders, women airplane me­ 
chanics— these are just a few of the many war jobs 
filled by women who, in recent months, have joined Am ­ 
erica’s production army. 
Throughout the nation, wom­ 
en workers by the thousands are pouring into vital war 
industries, many of them to hold down jobs that up to 
now have been restricted to men. 
From all reports, 
these fem inine production soldiers arc doing an excel­ 
lent job, too, and their numbers will undoubtedly con­ 
tinue to grow in coming months. 
D. W. Levine, Manager of the Warren office of the 
United States Employment Service, reported today that 
throughout Pennsylvania employment of women 
in 
major war plants increased by 3500 between May and 
July, and that trend is continuing upward at a steadily 
increasing rate. 
Throughout the nation. Mr. Levine pointed out, 
more than three million important war jobs are now 
filled by women and the number is expected to reach 
four million by the end of this year. 
By the close of 
1943, the number of women working iii war production 
is expected to total approximately six million, he added. 


Throughout its nation-wide network of 1500 full­ 
time offices, the U. S. Employment Service is playing an 
important role in mobilizing the nation’s womanpower. 
W omen, as well as men. who have not yet found their 
place on the war production lines, may register at their 
local U. S. Employment office. 
There they secure full 
information on employment opportunities. 
More and 
more women are being referred by USES offices to free 
government-sponsored vocational training classes which 
prepare the trainees through intensive courses for jobs 
in war industry. 
“As our manpower is drained faster and faster in­ 
to the nation's armed forces, the importance of women 
in the labor supply picture grows rapidly.” Mr. Levine 
declared. 
"Recent government studies show SO per­ 
cent of the important war jobs (‘an be adequately handl­ 
ed by women. 
Out of 624 key occupations surveyed, it 
was found that women can perform all but 57. 
“We, in the United States Employment Service, 
are witnessing the whole-hearted enthusiasm with which 
women are taking their place in training courses and 
in every kind of war industry. 
We know that they will 
play a big part in winning the crucial battle of produc­ 
tion ”, he says.
